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REMARKS 

I. Status of the Application 

Claims 1-4, 7 and 18-21 are pending in the application. Claims 1-4 and 18-21 were 
found allowable in the Final Office Action mailed July 31, 2007. Applicants respectfully request 
the Examiner enter these amendments and issue a notice of allowance for Claims 1-4, 7, and 18- 
21. 

II. Summary of Telephonic Interview October 29, 2007 

Applicants initiated a telephonic interview with the Examiner on October 29, 2007. 
Applicants proposed amendment of the claims in order to place the claims into condition for 
allowance. Specifically, amendment to Claim 7 and cancellation of Claims 22-23 was proposed. 
The Examiner acknowledged that Claims 1-4 and 18-21 had previously been found allowable, 
but commented that the Examiner required additional time to review the references. During a 
follow-up conversation with the Examiner on October 31, 2007, the Examiner again indicated a 
desire to review the cited references.

Applicants respectfully request Claims 1-4, 7, and 18-21 be passed to allowance.
